Johnson President Roose:

F. ITS second report to the Presi- 
dent the national recovery re- 
view board, headed by Clarence 
Darrow, loosed another blast at Ad- 
ministrator Johnson and in effect 
rgcommended his removal as head 
of the NRA, The board said John- 
son had given the recovery program 
an un-American and, dictatorial 
tinge that handicapped it in the 
war on depression; that he has 
arbitrarily decreed life and death 
for industries, and that by arbi- 
trary modifications of codes he has 
helped big business concerns to op- 
press their smaller competitors. 

“The rule of the military com- 
mander is totally unsuited to the 
genius, habits, traditions, or psy- 
chology of the American people, 
and wholly ineffectual in meeting 
the present national crisis,” the 
board concluded. : 

The second Darrow report cov- 
ered the retail dry goods, ware- 
housing, lumber, cement, retail 
food, boot and shoe, electrical man- 
ufacturing, bedding, petroleum, cof- 
fee, plumbing fixtures, embroidery, 
and lead pencil codes. Complaints 
against the warehousing, electrical 
manufacturing, and embroidery 
codes were dismissed as without 
foundation. But in the other 
odes the board claimed to find op- 


pression of small businesses or con- 
sumers. 

Besides suggesting the removal 
of Johnson, the board demanded 
outright that two other officials of 
the NRA be fired for misconduct. 
One is an assistant deputy admin-. 
istrator and the other is an em- 
ployee of the lumber code author- 
ity, but the report suppressed both 


their names.

This weed, ödne of the worst in 
California because of its deep and 
spreading root system, was intro- 
duced into California, it is said, 
some time prior to 1915, probably 
in alfalfa seed from Turkestan, 

Officials’ of the state department 
of agriculture describe it as a le- 
gume and bush like, growing from 
one to three feet tall.

The plants 
die down in the winter, but come 
up again in the spring. 


The annual summer young stock 
show and basket picnic, sponsored 
by California Breeders of Rare and 
Fancy Fowl and other poultry spe- 
cialty clubs of southern California, 
is scheduled to be held August 12 
in Beliflower.
